cure their purpose, traits and com-' 
blued capital for highway and high aes 
uses will exploit itself In raiftbljr en- 
terprise at th» expense of mankind In 
a way that will astonish the world. 


The bigtuniug of the work for its ex- 


ploitation is in the prooeedU.g* of the 
present Congress and the -administra- 
tion by attacks made on the constitu- 
tion by sotting aside its application to 
territories subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United State* where it is in- 
tendud capital exploitation on a large 
scale shall begin. 


Should capital succeed in securing 


the means it, U seeking, the rale of 
Spain woalcl furuish a paradise U> he 
weak and half civilized people who 
have been so unfortunate as to become 
subject to the 
jurisdiction of 
the 


United States directed by trusts. A 
mild form of slavery such as there wa« 
in the United States before the war of 
the Rebellion would be a God-send to 
the down troden creature whose life 
will be within the power of trusts. 


The constitution being fondamental 


law in territory, whether American or 
Asiatic, to which the jurisdiction of 
the United States applies, we do not 
understand the principle, it there la 
each, by which its operation would be 
excluded from United States territory. 
It baing true that the rules made In 
the constitution are applicable to ter- 
ritories within the continent, when 
and where would a rale begin to act 
tbat would exclude ita operation in 
United States territory tbat la not a 
part of the continent? 
Salt water 


would not prevent its operation and 
distance could net be made to destroy 
Its effect. 


When it is concluded that salt water 


nor distance will interfere with Us 
application to territory subject to our 
jurisdiction, is there anything that 
will destroy its effect or its active force 
in United States territory, wherever 
situated, in th» absence of positive 
action in some form to exclude. Texas 
wns annexed, and by annexation it 
ceased to be an Independent State and 
it became United States territory, and 
thereupon the constitution and laws of 
the United States attached.and it be- 
came subject to the jurisdiction of 
both, and it: citizens became American 
citizens and have so continued. 


The annexation of Texas was by 


voluntary act of its people, because it 
could not be annexed in a peaceable 
manner in any other way, as the sov- 
ereignty of the State was vested in the 
people. Not so with territory derived 
from Spain, as jurisdiction and sover- 
eign right were vested in the crown ot 
that country, which sovereign right 
and jurisdiction were transferred to the 
United States, which transfer did not, 
however, confer in the absence of a 
stipulation to that effect, upon the 
people of the territory conveyed any 
right to citizenship; but the absence of 
the right to citizenship would not 
prevent In any way the operation ol 
the constitution and 
laws 
of 
the 


United States within the territory con- 
veyed by Spain, upon the theory 
given, which we believe is a correct 
expedition of the rule governing the 
application of the constitution to all 
United States territory. 


Whers does the authority to make 


rules and apply them come from that 
are in opposition to the constitution 
in onr territories? The authority to 
make and apply rules in opposition 
can come only from a source tbat has 
its origin iu usurpation and its author 
ity in despotism, which conclusion is 
in Hoe with a statement made by Sen- 
ator Hoar, who said tbat a tax upon 
Porto Bican products was despotism, 
in reply to Foraker, who bad been 
argaing iu the Sana to in favor of a tax 
intbeformot a tariff upon products 
of that island. Should there be any 
cause to set aside the plain intention 
of the constitution by taxing property 
that U a product of American territory, 
we confess our ignorance of the source. 


A right to tax the products or prop- 


erty by tariff would not be claimed 
against a people in a territory on the 
continent and it beiug a fact that dia 
tanoe or salt water could not interfere 
with tho operation of the Constitution 
is there any cause other than usurpa- 
tion upon which a claim of right can 
be made to tax products of Porto Rico 
since the time it became American ter- 
ritory. Tnere is none other—the right 
by userpatiou beiug the only right— 
which is a monstrous wrong. 


To make a tariff upon the products 


of an American territory there should 
be some power possessed of a baneful 
influence npon American institutions 
and American rights at work in the 
United States Congress. Wheu the 
effort ie made to ascertain the cause, 
the markings of tbo work of usurpa- 
tion and those there are engaged iu it, 
in Congress, leads to the unmistaka- 
ble cause tbat is seeking the destruc- 
tion of the Constitution by overriding 
Us provisions—which is the all-power- 
ful trusts—pets of the Administration. 
When these pets, whose put pose It is 
to remove every obstacle in their way 
to absolute control of government and 
'the people through the corrupt use of 
money or snob other corrupt means as 
they can cantrol. It may be said tb« 
country is iu the hands of Philis- 
tines who will not remain In doubt 
about their work to enslave the people 
by discussing means, as they will bring 
into use everything necessary to suc- 
cess. The Constitution is more espec- 
ially In the way of their schemes to 1m- 
perlalize the country which ie their 
object that It may serve their purpose 
to make a despotism by destroying the 
safeguards of the Constitution. 


When the safeguards of the funda- 


mental law are set aside iu a way to se-

A Dinner In a Seraglio. 


We seated ourselves on cushions, and 


each took possession of the flat piece 
of scone which supplied the place of a 
plate during the meal, those articles 
not being considered a necessary lux- 
ury. In the center of the table stood a 
large bowl full of •white soap, from 
which everybody ate, taking as many, 
spoonfuls as they chose from the com- 
mon tureen -with the long handled 
•wooden ladles provided for each guest 


When this was removed, a large piece 


of meat boiled to rags took Its place 
and was speedily diminished under tie 
violent treatment It received from us 
all, each one pulling a lamp of meat 
from the joint -with the fingers and 
eating it off with her own flat scone. 
We then had a curry of vegetables, fol- 
lowed by the Zagazlg pudding, fruit 
and rice, called so from a native of that 
village having brought the recipe totbe 
harem. 


Our meal was concluded by coffee, 


made In a corner of the room over red- 
hot charcoal in a copper pot and pour- 
ed thick into small glasses fitted in 
gold filigree cups.
